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RIEL SIIvLv LIVES. 


In the Minds and Hearts of Fiench-Cana- 
dians. 

Qurzec, November 22 —A meeting called to 
express indignation at the execution of Riel 
was held at Levis tcday,and drew an im- 
mense crowd. Effigies were burned, and flags 
inscribed, “Glory to the hero and martyr, 
Riel,” “Death to Sir John McDonald,” and 
‘‘Hurrah for Riel,’’ were disnlayed. The 
greatest enthusiasm prevailed. Hon. 
Pelleter called upon all to unite, 
end said war had been opened 
by the Orangemen in Sherodrooke in . a‘tack- 
ing the nationaliststhere. DesJardens, con 
servative member of parliament, said the pro- 
test against the execution of Riel, represent- 
jng 1,500,600 French Canadians, was sent to 
the government, but not  recogniz- 
ed, and threatened that rupture 
had now come beween the _ govern- 
ment and the province of Quebec, 
He reminded Sir John MacDonald of the 
burning ofthe parliament house in Montreal 
in 1849. 

Other prominent men made strong speeches 
egainst the government. 

An indignation meeeting at Quebec Centre 
Jast night, was attended .by three thousand 
electors. M. Bosse, M. P. for this constituency, 
ssid he did not think the ministers 
ceserved censure, He was not allowed to 
speak further, and in the aproar that followed 
was forced to retire. Some threats were male 
against him, but the influence of the members 
ot the committee and the presence of a strong 
porse of police prevented them from being 
carried out. Owen Murphy, ex-mayor, 
Messrs. Lemeux and Fitzpatrick, Hon. P. 
Garneau and others addressed the meeting. 
Thespeakers stated that the movement was 
directed against Orangeism only, and wished 
it distinctly understood that the questions of 
Protestantism and Orangeism must not be 
confounded, and that they wished to live in 
peece in the future, as they had done in ths 
pest with the former denomination. 

Another indignation meeting was held at 
Charlesborough the constituency of the Hon. 
Mr. Caron, this afternoon. Three thousand 
persons were present. In point of torcible 
syeeches and enthusiasin the meeting alinost 
surpassed any of the kind yet held.

Ques'icon 4gain the Leading [saue by Joining 
Hands With the Sonservatives—an 4p- 
peal to the Irish People, Bre. 


Lonpox, November 22 —The Irish question 
ig again uppermost in British politics, Par- 
nell has been cleverer than Gladstone, and 
bas got home rule to the front, to the apparent 
disadvantage of the liberals. The @x-pre- 
mier, when he found that his radical allies 
were jeopardizing his canvass by the promi- 
nence they gave to the disestablishment ques. 
tion, made overtures to the Parnellites fora 
coalition. ThelIrish party had been courted 
80 eagerly and well by the conservatives that’ 
the people hed generally concluded that 
an understanding "had been arranged 
between them. But such it now 
transpires was not a_ fact. Paraell 
bad secured all the promises he desired from 
thetories. He used this fact to induce the 
liberals to offer him the same pledges. He 
preferred to trade with the liberal leaders, be 
cause the former wera in much better control 
of their party than were the tory chieftains. 
But Gladstone, for reasons best known to him- 
self, declined to. make the same pledges 
which the conservatives bad made, and of- 
feredayery evasive compromise. Parnell 
thereupon <¢c¢cided to seal the 

ALLIANCE WITH THE TORIES. 

He felt himself master of the situation. He 
calculates upon the certain possession of a 
fecure baiance of power in the next parlia- 
ment, and feels sure of being able to command 
encugh radicai votes on most of the questions 
relating to home rule which may come up to 
give his side of the house power to pass all 
reasonable measures relating to Ireland. It 
was these considerations which induced the 
rational league today to issuc its remarkable 
campaign manifesto. The decision to issue it 
was arrived at ina special meeting held by 
Parnell and his colleagues in Dublin. There 
were present at this conclave all the Irish 
home rule candidates who could possibly at- 
tend. The call for the meeting stated that its 
object was to have a final conference upon the 
plans for electoral work, with a special viow 
to equipping those new candidates who have 
not yet had any parliamentary” experience. 
The meeting was not long in deciding 
to reject the overtures of 
ihe liberals, and to openly 
sily the home ruie party to the tory organi- 
zation. Accordingly the manifesto, the most 
remarkable and straightforward ever issued 
by the Parnellites, was uttered. Its effact, 
according to the Irish calculations, will be to 
prevent Gladstone from returning to power by 
making it impossible forthe liberals to re- 
gain the requisite majority of the next house 
of commons. The conservatives have de- 
clared that they will not resign the con- 
duct of the government unless the liberals 
gain such a large majority in the next houte 
as toeshow an unmistakable popular wish for 
a change of cabinet. While ii can be hardly 
doubted that Gladstone will win in the elec- 
tions, most well-informed English politicians 
believe that the present relations between the 
home rulers and tories will render it practic- 
all 

IMPOSSIBLE FORK Tre tIpwnaLS TO SUCCEED 
in “obtaining a mejority of the member; 
requisite to compel the conservatives to addi- 
cate. The Dublin conference ar- 
rapged to thoroughly circulate the 
Parnell manifesto during the next 
fortnight, even to the extent of distributing it 
at all church doors throughout Ireland. It 
was arranged to have the country stumped, 
and to furnish a liberal supply of spoakers 
wherever mectings could be organized for 
them, In addition to this, the conference de+ 

ided to transfer the headquarters of the exe- 
cutive committee of the English branch of the 
national league to Liverpool for the remaia- 
der of the campaign. Thais locality was se:

T. P. O’Connor, 
president of the British league, will, however, 
remain in London, whence he will direct the 
Irish campaign throughout Great Britaia. 
The Perneil manifesto has infused 
new life into the conservative par- 
ty management. Lord Churchill, Iin- 
dian secretary. Sir Micheel Hicks Beach, 
chancellor of the exchequer and Rt. Hon. W. 
H. Smith, war secretary, ere devoting their 
entire energies to campaign work. Today 
they issued an urgent appeal to all those 
London conservative electors who usually 
epend November out of town to return if pos 

sibleat once to the metropolis and take part 
in the cempaign work before them in their 
respective districts. 

THE MANIFESTO. 

The Terneilite 
ton, Healy, Redmond, O'Kelly and Biggar, 
has been issued to the electors of Great Britain 
and Ireland. Itsays that the liberals are 
appealing tothe electors for support un ler 
falee pretences. They have flagrantly violated 
solemn pledges made to Ireland. 1: 
denounces the coercion practice 
resorted to under their regime, 
and says the manner of the enforcement of the 
ceercion act had been most brutal. Juries 
have been packed with unprecedented shame- 
lessness, and innocent men have been hung 
or eentto aliving death. Hundreds of per- 
sons have been imprisoned without trial, and 
ladies have been convicted under an obsolete 
act directed against the degraded of their sex. 
The pressand public meetings were sup- 
pressed asif Ireland were Poland, aud the 
administration were ths Rassian autocracy 
The representatives of liberalism in Ireland 
were men like Forster and Earl Spencr, wao 
have left more Bateful memories in Ireland 
than any others during the century. If the 
long delayed triumph had not expelled the 
liberals, Earl Spencer would still ba at Dadlia 
castle, and coercion would be triumphnt in 
Ireland. The landlords, instead of making 
reasonable abatements in rents, 
which the depression demanded, and which 
every landlord in England and Scotland coa~ 
ceded, would be evicting their tenants, with 
Earl Spencer encouraging them; and the sol- 
diery, coercions and the magistracy would 
bave filled the jails in assisting them. Uader 
the name of free schools, the liberals are mak- 
ing sn insiduous attempt to crush religious 
ccucation andestablish a state of tyranny 
and intolerance to fetter conscience. The 
reform of the code of procedure of the 
bouse of commons, as set forth by the liberals, 
is a new gag forapplication to all appoint. 
ments of radicalism in the commons, and of 
the despotic methods of mean machinery. T..e 
Birmingham caucus made specious demand for 
a mejority against the Irish party. This 
would mean power to crush the anti radicals 
in parliament. First, they would then pro- 
rore for Ireland some scheme which would be 
doomed to failure, because it would not be 
suitable to the wants ef the people, and finally 
they would force down the halting measure of 
self government by the same methods of 
wholessle imprisonment by which durability 
was bought for the impracticable land act of 
1881. Therefore we feel bound to advise that 
no confidence be placed in the liberal orratli 
eal party, and as far as possible to prevent 
the government of that empire from talling 
inte the hands of a party so perfidious, treach- 
erous and incompetent. The Irish nation- 
alists should not vote for a liberal or radical, 
except in some csses where courageous fealty 
to the Irish cause in the last parliament oa 
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es @ guarantee that the candidate did not 
clopg 0 theservile, cowardly and unprinci- 
pied herd who would break every pledge and 
violate every principle in obedieace to the 
call of whip or mandate of a caucus. We 
will communicate to the branches of the na- 
tionalists’ society their names. 

: PARNELL SPEAKS. 

Mr. Parnell, in a speech in Liverpool today, 
said he indorsed every word of the Irish 
manifesto. The Gladstone government, he 
sald, were the authors of the coercion act, a 
measure that rendered life and liberty unsafe, 
and atthe mement oftheir downfall thoy 
were céntemplating a renewal of the worst 
clauses of thatact. The conservatives, on tha 
other hand, had partially restored liberty, and 
every Irishman who voted with liberals would 
belp to relegate Ireland to chains, imprison- 
ment and death. 

The marquis of Salisbury has written a 
highly important election letter on the church 
question. Init hesays Gladstone is shilly 
shallying, and adds, “makethe support of 
the church question a test question above all 
others.” The Parnellite manifesto has fallen 
flat. Most ofthe liberal newspapers passed 
it by without comment, while the conserya- 
tive press criticice itin a slighting manner. 

He makes a scathing analysis of what he 
terms Gladstone’s opportunism, The letter is 
certain to exercise an immonse influence, and 
may pessibly secure to the conservatives a 
mejoriby of the liberal churchmen’s votes.

A dispatch to the Post, from Constantiaopls, 
says the Balkan conference has resolved in 
favor ol the appointment of a temporary gov- 
ernment of Roumelia, and of a commission to 
inguire into the future administration of the 
country. ‘ 

A rumor is current in Belgrade that Slive- 
nitz has fallen. No official confirmation of 
the report has been received, however. The 
diversion by a force of 5,000 Servians in the 
direction of Sofia aided Colenel Topaloyitch to 
win the victory yesterday. 

Thirty carriages, containing about 1,200 
wounded soulders, arrived in Belgrade today. 
‘The queen’s sister, Princess Ghika, persoa- 
ally attended the sufferers and gave them 
refreshments and tobacco. A large number 
of Jadies atsisted her in the work. Every 
building in the city is crowded with wounded 
eoldiers, Subecription lists have been 
opened throughout Austria and Hungary 
in aid of theSeryians, Liberal responses are 
being made tothe appeals for help. Many 
more wounded soldiers are expected to arrive 
in Belgrade soon. There are 6,000 wounded 
men at Pirot. The Bulgarian prisoners who 
had been brought to Belgrade, state that many 
Russians and Englishmen are serving as 
officers or privates in the Bulgarian army. 

The advices from Isaribrad state that the 
weather there is terribly severe. Dragoman 
pess is blocked with snow and the roads across 
the mountains are almost impassable. The 
Drina division forced its way through after a 
hand to hand struggle in Saturday’s fight, 
end joined the main army before Slivnitza. 
Orders have been sent to Belgrade to delay 
the formation of the seeond reserve division, 
es it is not needed at present. 

A dispatch from Athensto the Standard, 
eave: ‘‘Turkey is inclined to force a conflict 
with Greece, before the latter has completed 
her preparations for war.’ 

{i The News has a dispatch from Sofia, which 
saysthe Servian prisoners state that King 
Miian intended tocelebate his birth day in 
Solie, and promiced his soldiers a rare feast of 
roret mutton and good wine on the occasion.

bymn was: 
“Our God, our help in ages past, 
Our hope for years to come,”’ 


The opening 


The text was from Job, xxvii:23: “Men 
shall clap their hands at him and shall hiss 
him out of his place.” Following is the ser- 
mon in full: 

This allusion seems to be dramatic. The 
Bible more then once makes such allusion. 
Paul says: ‘Weare made a theater (or spec- 
tecle) toangels and to men.” The theater is 
so o'd ihat no one can fix the date of its birth. 
Archilecus, Simonides and Solon, 
who wrote for it dithyrambics, 
lived about six or seven hundred years before 
Christ. Itis evident from the text that some 
of the habits of the theatre goers were known 


in Job’s time, because in the text he describas 
an actor hissed off the stage. The impersona- 
tcr comes on the boards, and either through 
lack of study of the part be is take or inapt- 
ness or other incapacity, the audience are of- 
ferded, and express their disapprobation and 
disgust first by over epplause, attempting by 
great clapping of hands to drown out what he 
eeys; and that failing to stop the performer, 
ihey put their tongue against their teeth and 
meke terrific sibilation until he disappears 
behind the curtain. ‘Men shall clap their 
hancs at him and shall hiss him out of his 
lece.”’ 

My text suggest that each one of us is put 
ch the stage of this world to take some part. 
McCullough, the actor recently buried, was 
no more certainly appointed on any occasion 
to appear as Spartacus, or Edwin Forrest as 
Kirg Lear, or Charlotte Cushman as Meg 
Merrilies, or John Kemble as Macbeth, or 
Cocke ag Richard III., or Kean as Othello, 
than you and I are expected to take soma 
erpecial and particular part in the great 
é:ama of buman and immortal life. Through 
what bardship and suffering and discipline 
these artists went year after year that 
they might be perfected in their parts, you 
beve oitenread. But we, put on the stage of 
this life to represent charity and faith and 
humility and helpfulness—what little prepars 
ation we have made, although we have three 
gai'eries of spectators, earth and heaven and 
heil. Have we not been more 
aticntive to the part taken by 
others than to the art taken by 
ourselves, and while we needed to be looking 
at home and concenteringon our own duty, 
we bave been criticizing the other performers 
ard saying “that was too high” or ‘‘too low”’ 
or ‘‘too feeble” or “too extravagant” or ‘‘too 
tame” or ‘too demonstrative,” while we were 
meking ourselves a dead failure and prepar- 
ing to be ignominiously hissed off ths stage? 
Each one is assigned a place, no supernumer- 
aries hanging around the dramayol life to take 
this or thator the other pert,agshe may be 
cel'c<d upon. No one can take our places. We 
crn take no other place. Aye,’ it is not the 
1m personation of another, we ourselves are 
ihe real merchant of Venice or the real shy- 
‘ovk, the real filial Cordelia orthe real cruel 
Iicgen, the real Portia or the real Lady 
Nacbeth. The tregedian of the playhouse, at 
iheclose ofthe third scene of tne fifth act, 
tekes off all the attireofGonzaloo or Edward 

fortimer or Henry V., and resigns the char- 
ectcr in which for three hours he appeared. 
But we rever put off our character and no 
change of apparel can make us any one else 
then that which we eternally are. 

Many make a failure of their part in the 
d:ama of lifethrough dissipation. They have 
enough intellectual equipment and good ad.- 
dress and geniality unbounded. But they 
have a winecloset that contains all the forces 
for their social and business and moral over- 
throw. Sofar back as 959, King Edgar, of 
Kvugiand, madea law that the drink cup 
should have pins fastened atacertain pvint 
in the side, sothat theindulgent might be re- 
p icded to stop before he got to the bottom. 
But there are no pins projecting from the sides 
cof the mcdern wine cup or beer mug, and the 
first point atwhich millions stopis at the 
gravelly bottom of their own graye. 

Dr. Sax, of France, has recently discovered 
something which all drinkers ought to know. 
He bas found out that alcohol in every shape, 
whether of wine or brandy or beer, contains 
parasitic life, called bacilius potumania. By 
powerful microscope, these living things are 
ditcovered, and when you take strong drink 
you take them into the stomach, and then into 
your blcod, and getting into the . crimson ca- 
na’s of life, they gointo every tissue of your 
body and your entire orgauism is taken p%s- 
sersion of by these noxious infinitesimals. 
When in delirium tremens,a man sees every 
form of reptihan life, it is only these parasites 
otthe brain in exaggerated size. Itis nota 
baliucination that the victim is suffering from. 

only sces in the room 
is actually crawling and 
rioting in his own brain, Every time you 
take strong drink you swallow these maggots, 
andevery time the imbiber of alcohol in any 
spape feels vertigo or rheumatiem or nausea, 
it is only the jubilee of these maggots. Efforts 
sre being made tor the discovery of some gar- 
micide that can kill the parasites of alcohol- 
ism, butthe only thing that will ever extir« 
pate them 18 abstinence from alcohol and tee- 
tctal abstinence, to which I would belore God 
swear all these young men and old. 

America isa fruitfal country and we raise 
large crops of wheat and corn and oats,but the 
largest crop weraise in this country is the 
crop of drunkards. With sickle made out of the 
sharp edges ofthe broken glass of bottle and 
demijobn they arecut down, and there are 
wlole swathes of them, whole winrows of them, 
and it takes all the hospitals and penitentiaries 
and graveyards and cemeteries to hold this 
barvestofhell. Some of you are going down 
under this evil andthe never-dying worm of 
elcoholism has wound around you one ofits 
coils, and by next New Year’s day it will have 
enother coil around you, and 1é will aftera 
while put a coilaround your tongue and 
e coil around your brain wood | a coil around 
your lung andacoil around your foot and a 
coi] around your heart and some day this 
never-dying worm will with one spriag 
tighten all the coils at once, and in the last 
twisteftbet ewful convolution you will cry 
cut, “Ob, my God!” and be gone. Che great- 
estof drematists, in the tragedy ot the Tem 
pest, sends ds ty Fey ca the stege Ste- 
phano, the drunken butler; but across the 
stege of human life strong drink sends kingty 
end-queenly and princely natures staggering 
forward against the footlights of conspicuity, 
sud then steggering back into failure, till 
the world is impatient tor their disappear- 
ence, and humen and diabolic voices join in- 
hissing them off the stage. 

Many also make a failureinthe drama of 
life through indolence. They are always 
meéking calculation how little they can do for 
the compensation they get. There. are more 
lezy ministers, doctors, merchants, artists and 
farmers than baveeyer been counted upoa. 
Community is full of laggards and - shirkers. 
1 can tell it from the way they crawl along 
the street, from their tardiness in meeting en- 


gegements, from the lethergics that seem to

ae the foot when they lift it, to the 
band when they putit up, to the words when 
they epenk, 

Two young men inastore. Inthe morning 
the one goes to his post the last minute or one 
minute behind. The other is ten minutes be- 
fore the time and has his hat and coat hung 
up, avd is at his post waiting for duty. The 
one is ever and anon in the afternbon looking 
at his watch to see if it is not most time te 
shutup. The other stays half an hour after 
he might go, and, when asked why, says he 
wanted to look over some entries he had 
made to be sure he was right, or to put up 
eome goods that bad been left out of place, 
The one is very punctilious about doing work 
not exactly belonging to him. The other is

he first will be a prolonged nothing, and he 
will be poorer at sixty than at twenty. Tho 
other will be a merchant prince. 

Indolence is the cause ot more failures in all 
eecupations than you have ever suspected. 
People are too lezy todo what they can do, 
and wantto undertake that which they can- 
not do. In the drama of life they don’t want 
to be acommon soldier carrying a halberd 
across the stege,or a falconer ora mere at« 
tendent, and so lounge about the scenes till 
they shall be called to be a Macready or a 
Junius Brutus Booth. They say, “give ms 
the part of Timon of Athens rather, than that 
of Flavius his steward.” ‘Let me be Cymbe- 
line the king,rather than Pisano the servant." 
Atter awhile they, by some accident of pros- 
oo or circumstances, get in the place for 
which they have no qualification. And very 
soon, if the man bea merchant, he is going 
around asking his creditors to compromise for 
ten cents on the dollar. Or, if a clergyman, 
be 1s making tirades against the ingratitude of 
churches. Or, if an attorney, by unskillfal 
menagement he loses a case in which widows 
and orphans are robbed of their portion. Or, 
ifa physician, he by malpractice gives his pa- 
tient rapid transit from this world to the next, 
#8 the clumsy surgeon of Charles II, king of 
Navesrre, having sewed up the feeble limbs of 
the king in a sheet scsaked of intlammable 
material, and having no knife to 
cut the thread, took a candle 
to burn off the thread, and the bandages took 
fireand consumed the king. Our incompeteat 
friend would have made a splendid horse doc- 
tor, but he wanted to be professor of anatomy 
in a upiversity. He could havesold enough 
confectionery to have supported his family, 
but he wanted to have a sugar refinery like 
the Havemeyers. He could have mended 
shoes, but be wanted to mend the constitution 
of the United States. Toward the end of life 
theee people are out of patience, out of money, 
cut of friends, out of everything. They goto 
the poorhouse or keep out of it by running in 
cebt to all the grocery and dry goods stores 
thet will trust them. Peop'e begin t won- 
cer when the curtain will drop on the scene. 
After a while, leaving nothing but their com- 
pliments to pay their doctor, undertaker and 
Gabriel Grubb, the grave digger, they disap- 
pear. Exeunt! Hissed off the stage! 

Others fail in the drama of life through 
demonstrated selfishness. They make all the 
rivers empty into the sea, all the roads of 
cmolument end at their door, and they gather 
211 the plumes of honor for their brow. They 
he]p no one, encourage no one, rescue no one. 
‘‘How big a pile of money can I get?” ‘‘How 
much of the world can l absorb?” are the chief 
questions. They feel about the common peo- 
ple as the Turks felt coward the Asapi or com- 
mon soldiers, considering them of no use ox- 
cept to fill up the ditches with their dead bodies 
while the other troops walked over them to 
take the -fort. After awhile this prince of 
worldly success is sick. The only interest 
society has in his illness is the effect that his 
peseible decease may have on the money 
markets. After awhile he dies. Great news- 
paper capitals announce how he started with 
nothing and ended with everything. Althoug’s 
for reke of appearance some people put hand~— 
kerchiefs to the eye, there is not one genuize 
tear shed between Central park and ths 
Battery, or between Brookiyn heights 
and Brooklyn hill. The heirs sit up all night 
while he lies in state, discuesing what the oid 
fellow has probably done with his money. [It 
tekes aj] the Jivery stables wtthin two miles 
to furnish funeral equippege, and all the 
mourning stores sre kept busy in selling weeds 
of grief. Thestonecutters send in prvneees 
fora monument, The minister atthe obse- 
quies reads of the resurrection, which makes 
the hearers fear that if the unscrupulous tiaan- 
cier dees come up inthe general rising, he . 
will try to get acorner on tombstones and 
graveyard fences. All good men are glad that 
the moral nuisance has been removed, The 
Wall street speculators are glad because there 
is mure room forthemselves. The heirs are 
glad because they get possession of the long- 
delayed inheritance. Dropping every feather 
of all bis plumes, every certificate of ali his 
stock, every bond of ali his iavestments,every 
dollar of all his fortune, he departs, and all 
the rolling of dead marchin Saul, and all 
the pageantry of i his interment, 
and all the ex quisiteness 
of sarcophagus, and all the extravagances of 
epitaphology cannot hide the fact that my 
text hescome again to tremendous fulfill. 
ment: “Men shall claptheir hands at him 
and shall hiss him out of the place.”

reticn of thisscermon, the most suggestive 
pessege that Shakespeare ever wrote, although 
ycunever hesrd itrecited. The author has 
often been claimed as infidel and atheistic, so 
the quotation shall be not only religiously 
he) pful to ourselves, but grandly vindicatory 
ofthe great dramatist. I quote from his last 
will and testement: 

‘‘In the name of God, amen. I, William 
Shakspeare, of Stratford upon Avon, in the 
county ef Warwick, gentleman, in perfect 
health and memory, (God be praised), do 
make this, my last will and testament, in 
manner and form following: First, I com- 
mend my soul into the hands of God, my cre- 
ator, hoping ard assuredly believing through 
the only merits of Jesus Christ, my Saviour, 
to be made parteker of life everlasting.”’

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AGEIOCULTURAL EXPERIMENTS 


Seme Interesting Information Given” 
Professor White. 

Ga,, November 21, 1885.—Editor 

results of an experiment in 

nomic agriculture, recently conducted on the 

University experimental farm, may be of interest 

to your farmer readers, 

The practice universally prevails in the south of 
‘stripping from corn before complete 
maturity cithecar. The economy of this prac« 
tice hes frequently been doubted, and occasional 
«experiments to test the point have been made, I 
have been able to find record, however, of but few 
such experiments conducted with sufiltienteare 
to yield reliabie results. Among these was a sins 
gieexperiment made a year agoat the Alabama 
experiment siation. Desiring totestthe matter 
personally, the following experiment was insti- 
tuted cu the crop recently gathered. 

Two pilots of Jand, upland, one-half acre each 
(by accurate measurement) contiguous and simi- 
lar in position, quality and previous treatment for 
& humber 0‘ years, were se'eo’e?. The land (stub- 
ble) was thoroughly broken and turned underin 
Febiuary. Rows wererun off 4% feet apart and 
manure applied in the hills Sfeetapart. The ma- 
nure used was a compost of acid phosphate, cotton 
seed and stable manure. The same (accuratety) 
quantity was applied to each hill. Corn was 


plantedon March 16. An excellent stand was 
obtained; it wasfound necessary to replant buta 
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dinner table the lady complained that a jar of 


few hills. The seed was an excellent local variety 
(pame upknown.) During the season, which was 
a favorable one,the crop was ploughed four times 
Of course the treatment of the two p!ots was iden- 
tical, even to the exact day. 

From one of tne plots fodder was pulled in the 
ususlmanber on Angust 24th, and when pro- 
nourced ‘‘curea’”’ was accurately weighed. From 
the other plot thefodder was not pulled at all. 
Corn was gathered from both plots on October 
14th, and was shucked and weighed on Octo 
21st. The following results were obtained:

Compared fnencialiy—assuming, (which is ap- 
proximately trnein this locality.) fodder ana 
corn to fell for the same price per pound, ($1, per 
hundred). there were lost by pulling fodder, at 
least £2.50 per acre, in addition to cost cf gather 
ing the fodder, 

Field experiments are, of course, subject to 
many contingencies which impair thelr accuracy. 
This experiment, however, was made witn seru- 
pulous care end exactness fn all details, and the 
results are given asa contribution to this impor- 
tantsubject. Whether these resuits would al. 
ways be exactly duplicated may of course be 
doubted, but evidently, under ordinary circam- 
Stancesr, it does not pay to pull fodder.

They are the result of comparative- 
ly rough estimates, but they are worthy the 
attention of the cotton planter. According 
to these figures, the estimated costof acrop 
of seven million bales, after it has matured 
in the fields, and not counting the cost otf 
cultivation, is about as follows: Picking, 
$52,500,000; housing, ginning, weighing, etc, 
$22,100,000; ‘bagging and ties, { $7,000,000; 
tare in Liverpool for bagging and ties, $14,- 
000,000; carriage to market, and charges and 
commission for selling, $17,150,000—total, 


* $113 450,000, 


If the cotton is worth $40 a bale, or $280,- 
000,000 for 7,000,000 bales, the cost of mar- 
keting isa little over forty per cent of the 
value of the crop, leaving to the planter 
Only six'y percent for the cost of raising it 
and for profit. 

This is very poor pay, especially when the 
real cost of cotton-raising is taken into con- 
sideration. With his remnant of sixty per 
cent the planter must not only pay 
for raising the cotton — its ~ cultivation 
being very tedious and costly—but he must 
buy bis supplies and pay his labor, When 
this isdone, the margin of profit is exceed- 
ingly small, and this fact accounts for the 
condition of the cottton planter since the 
war. )He is gradually working out of debt, 
but it isthe result of the bitterest economy, 
and the profits that should go into his pock- 
et sre diverted into the pockets of middle- 
mer, 

When thore who plant cotton conclude to 


_. make thir farm self-sustaining in other 


_directicns—when . they raise their own 
suppl'es of bread and meat, instead of 
depending on the west—when they 
make themtelyes thoroughly independent, 
they will be in a condition to control the 
price «cf cotton, and to pocket all the proiits 
they should natural!y draw out of a bale of 
the staple. The planters of Georgia, both 
great and small, are beginning to learn this 
lesson of independence.

THE PHILIPPINE CYCLONE, 

The cyclone which swept overthe Philip- 
pine Islends, the other day, destroying eight 
thoucand buildingsand killing twenty-two 
persons, was one of the most notable calami- 
ties of the year. 

The Philippine Islands are more than 1,200 
innumber. They lie tothe north of Borneo 
and Celebce and baye anarea of about 150,- 
‘les, with a population of be- 
tween four and five millions, The islands 
are subject to Spain, Manila being the col- 
onial sext of government. The woods, met- 
alsgud epricultural products of the Philip- 
pines sre very valuable,andin Manila and 
other towns British and American merchants 
in large pum bershave carriedon a tlourish- 
ing business for many years. The popula- 
tion is made up of Indians, Africans, Chinese, 
Spaniards, Englisch and Americans, The 
climate is delightful, and in’no part of the 
world is it possible to live so laxuriously 
with so little labor and expense. 

Among the drawbacks the people have to 
contend with are cyclones and volcanoes, 
Hardly a year pasecs witbout a destructive 
stoim, and ihere ere many active volcanoes 
which ofien cause great cevastation. When 
cyclones and vo'canoes are not putting in 
their work, the people generally have an 
eerthqueke on hand to occupy their atten- 
tion. Manila was nearly destroyed by one 
in 1863, and ihe following year one of these 
convulsions caused several islands to disap- 
perr. Underthese conditions Spain finds 
the Pbilippines the most uncertain of all her 
posressions. The isiands appear and disap- 
pear wiih such rapidity that it is impossible 
to geta correct map of them, Some day 
these lively bits of land may all bs throwa 
together in the shape of a continent, or pos- 
sibly share the fate ofthe fabled Atlantis, 
‘and sink out of sight altogether.

The gul! stream is a continuation of the equator 
rial current that sweeps ioto the great Mexican 
sea from thescutheast. The true gull! stream is 
the Florida current. That current is a stratum of 
warm blue water not more than filty fathoms 
deep, and it flows due east ata rate that would 
take it to England within one hundred days, Off 
Cape Hatteras this northward flowing stream isin 
the shape of a fan, its three warm bauds spreading 
outover the Atlantic surface to an aggregate 
breadth of 167 miles’, while two cooler bands of an 
aggregate breadth of filty two milesare interposed 
between them. Theinnermost warm band isthe 
one that shows the highest temperature and 
speed, its velocity being greatest where it Is 
pressed laterally by the Arctic current, so that 
the rate of four milesan houris occasionally ob- 
served.

When Biake returned to town he told his friends 
that he had never been so badly bothered ia his 
life. He said that he had done wrong in capturing 
the negrv, and under the circamstances he would 
not feel justified in killing him. He had made up 
bis winod to wait until the sayage learned English. 
The other negroes would then no doubt persuade 
him to co to work. : 


Months and years rolled by, but Scipio, as 
Blake’s pet was called, could not be induced to 
do any reguiar work. He learned to talk Englisb 
and proved to bea man of fine sense and judg- 
ment, Duringj the war Blake spent mostolf his 
timeon his plantation and got well acquainted 
with hisslave. f&cipio told his master that in his 
own country he was achiefand a magician. He 
had always bad his tribe to work for him and he 
did not propose to do any work himeeif, 


The neighboring plauters gave Blake no peace 
about Ecipio. They urged him to make the nes 
gr> work or kill him as a-warning example. 
Why Blake did not follow their advice isa mys- 
tery. He wasa rough, wicked man, and he had 
shed blood more than once, but there was some 
thing about Scipio that commanded his respect 
and sympathy. Scipio was allowed te do pretty 
much as he pleased. He picked out the dest 
cabin on the place and livedin it by himself. The 
other negroes tecttly acknowledged his superi« 


ority and made him presents of fruit, game and- 


money when they had it The African was not 
ill-tempered. Hetook an interest in the other 
siaves,andin the course of time made himself 
ureful as their doctor. In his rude way he was 
quite a skillful physician. 


In the early part of 1864, Scipio suddenly disap. 
peared. Heskipped over the Florida line and 
made his way to Pensacola, then in the hands olf 
the fedierals. Blake was the happiest man in 
Alabama when he heard ofit. He had somehow 
got the idea that Scipio was his evil genius, and 
would some day killhim. When he heard that 
he was in the federal lines he was so overjoyed at 
getting rid of him that he got on a big spree, shot 
two of his friends and fell down and broke his 
arm. 

Just after the war the writer heard Blake giving 
a history of Scipio, He wound up by saying: 

Yes, I was delighted when he ran away. Two 
months afterwards I accidentally got holdof a 
copy of the New York Herald, Ia it was an inters 
view with Scipio two columns long That nig- 
ger, sir, made his way to New York, and told that 
Herald man all about meand my plantation and 
how niggers were treated in Alabama. He did for 
a fact. 1 was never so surprised in my life. Andthe 
way old Scipshowed meup!. Why, sir, it was a 
confounded outrage! I don’t wish the nigger 
any harm, futif I ever get hold of him again I'll 
wear him out. If I don’t I’ll be dog goned!’ 


Although Blake blustered a good deal about it. 


his friends say that he sept the Herald containing 
the interview until his dying day. He frequeatlv 
showed it to his friends, and although he always 
fwore over it the impression preyailed that he 
was very proud of it.

t has confined its teaching to a narrow range in- 
stead of sweeping over the full round orb of praca« 
tical Christian Guty in every sphere of life and 
business. Itisnot the duty of God’s mininsters 
to use their high commission to advance this or 
that political party, but it is their mission to 
stand before the people and talk to them of their 
Christian duty as it relates to politics and busi-« 
ness, and they can so do it that no man Can say 
Olitical organization they incline. The 
preacherjwho hesitates to denounce bad morals iu 
politics is an ecilesiastical coward and 
he is not worthy the respect of the community in 
which helives Whining bypocrites have always 
been uttering their cant about mixing religion 
and politics.

in Chattanooga. 

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., November 22.—{Spec- 
ial.}—The colored orphan’s bome,in this city, 
was totally destroyed by fire this morning. 
The children, fifty-four in number, were at 
breakfast when the fire was discovered. It 
had made considerable headway, and was 
rapidly enveloping the entire building. The 
matron and her sesistants by rare presence 
of mind and perfect discipline 
prevented a panic among the terrified children 
and marched them from the building without 
‘1 ee ey accident. All the clothing and most 
all the furniture was burned, and the build- 
ings are now a heap of ruins. The children 
are taken temporarily to the city hospital 
buildings, where they will remain until 
better quarters are obtained. The 
benevolent citizens are supplying them 
with clothes and provisions. The home was 
established by a benevolent lady irom Massa~ 
chusetts out of herown means, and with as- 
sistance In the north, and when the buildings 
were destroyed rbcre were sixty-five inmates 
eleven of whom were away at the tinte of the 
fire. It is the only colored orphan’s home in 
this section of the south. lt will be rebuilt on 
an enlarged scale. -

A Scuthern Lady Whose Father Was One 
of Bonaparte’s Generals, 
From the Mobile Register. 

Madame Cecelia Creemer, nee Davide, who died 
suddenly Wednesday, at the residence of her 
brother, Major Paul Ravesies, aged feighty-three 
years, leaves behind heran interesting history, 
She was the grand-daughter of the Marquis De 
Seyre, who was killed at the head of his command 
in trying to suppress the insurrection of the 
Islend of St. Domingo during the French Empire, 
La Marquise de Sevre escaped with her daughter 
Adele, then a young girl, on an American mansof- 
war, to Philadelphia, where Adele married Gen- 
ers! Day*4e, who had acompanied Jerome Bona- 
parte to this country on a .miseion to the federal 
goycrnment. General Davide took his bride bacx 
to France, where he introduced her to: Jose: 
phine’s court. 

Of this union were born two daughters, Cecelia 
Agnes Gertrude Layide, and Marie Pauline. The 
first was born at Tours in 1801, and christened in 
the great cathedral of that city. Her godmother 
was the Countess de Vaubian, and her godfather 
the Count de St, Leon. 

General Davide served in the Italian campaizna 
under Napoleon. When.the first consul became 
emperor, he was made general. He wasa ifavor- 
ite of the mighty Corsican, who, during tae 
Feyptian campaign, presented to him a magnifi« 
cent sword. Hewas decorated with the cross 
of §t. Louis and the Legion of - Honor. 


and was a high Masonof the Age d’Or of France, 
Alter bis death, which occurred in 1816, at Bors 
deaux, M’llie Davide returned to Philadelphia 
with her mother and sister. In the course of time, 
Miss Davide also marricd a wealthy American 
andcamesouth. She resided at various times in 
this state, and also in Mississippi and Louisiana, 

The following interesting article relating tothe 
deceased is from a New Orleans paper, the name 
of which has not been preserved: 

A tew days ago the writer had the pleasure of 
visiting Mme Craemer on Jackson street, in New 
Orleans. ThoughS2 years.of age she looks 
scarcely 60, end retains the traces of that beauty 
which attracted the admiration of all who beheld 
herin heryouth, She preserves the graceful 
courtesy and refinementofmanner which come 
of good breediug, and when speaking of rem 
nisecences of her eventful past, her conversation 
is vivacious and exceedingly entertaining. When 
asked to describe some of the scenesshe had wit- 
nessed, the lady said: 

“Yes, 1 saw Napoleon once. I went with my 
father, General Dayide, to the Tuileries,and he 
pointed outto me the emperor waiking in the 
garden. Iwas quniteachildthen, My father told 
meto look at the great man, and to cry ‘Vive 
)’Emperenr!’’ WhenI did so he slapped me and 
said, ‘Iam not mad with you, butI wish this to 
make an impression on you,’’ 

‘‘On another occasion when I was going to Ver~« 
sailler, lsaw Louis XVIII, I wasina nunnery at 
Versailles, and afterwards went to live at Bor- 
deaux. There Il saw the daughterof Marie An-~- 
toinette, the duchess of Angouleme, who had just 
returned to France. Alli can remember of this 
ecene is that there was a great crowd and that the 
horses were taken from the carriage which was 
pulled by men. The reins were ribbons, which 
were held by young ladies who were covered wita 
fleurs de lys, 

‘‘General Davide was a commandant of the city 
of Bordeaux forsome time, and died therein 
1816. Bis widow and daughters then returned to 
Philadelphia. 

“One oay, when I wasa girl of 15, a beautifu 
young lady came ina carriage to visit my grand 
mother, Madame de Brenili, who recognized the 
visitor, whom she’ had not seen for years. It was 
Madame Jerome Bonaparte. The marquise said: 
‘T hear that you are married to an ltalian prince.’ 
‘No,’ she said haugtily, ‘lam Madame Bonaparte, 
and I will die Madame Bonaparte. The woman 
marricd to my husband is not his wife. I am,’ 

“T saw Joseph Bonaparte many times;. he often 
came to visit the marquise. I have often heard 
my grandmother say he was one of the most un- 
arsuming men she ever met, and Jerome was ) 1st 
likea boy. It was difficult for him to become 
digniffied, when occasion demanded.”’ 

Pointing toan ancient looking painting which 
hung on the wall, she continued: “That 
picture represents General Davide after 
the battle of Leipzic, He had saved the castle of 
the prince, who asa token of gratitude, cause 
this painting to be execated by bis Own portrait 
painter.’’ : 

In the fore- 
ground is a figure of a tall, handsome man ina 
military uniform, with one arm resting on the 
back cf his charger. Close at hand are seen the 
high walls of the castle, and in the distance bodies 
of treops marching across the field.
